ANOTHER ACCUSED BY WOMAN 


Graham, a Farmer, Closely Questioned 
but Released Because Authorities 
Cannot Break His Alibi.

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Oct. 8.—Alanson 
Graham, a farmer, who lives near the Ol- 
mey home, where Willis C. and Fred R. 


‘Olney, aged brothers, and little Alice In- } 
gerick Were killed on Friday, was taken | 


into custody to-day. Mrs. Martin 


gerick, mother of the little girl, to-day de- | 


clared he was responsible for the terrible 
beating that almosi killed her. Late to- 
night he was released, Chief of Police 
Brinkerhoff and District Attorney Rogers 
Saying they had no evidence to break the 
alibi he offered. 

Mr. and Mrs. Henry Davis, other neigh- 
bors, are held to-night by the police 
the ground that they can give important 
facts bearing on the case. 

Mrs. Ingerick, the only person living of 
the four who were at the Olney place Fri- 


“day, had a very bad night in the hos- | 


pital. She did not show any sign of re- 
gaining consciousness. Her delirium in- 
creased, and at times she arose in bed and 
fought madly with her nurses. 

A change in her condition came at 9 
o’clock this morning, however, and con- 
sciousness returned. District Attorney 
Rogers, who had been waiting, was called 
to her bedside. Chief of Police Brinker- 
hoff and Detective Wood accompanied 
nim. 

Mr. Rogers questioned the woman, but 
got no answer for some time. Finally he 
asked: 

“Do you know who hurt you?” 

The woman nodded her head affirma- 
tively. 

“Was it Fred Olney?” 

Mrs. Ingerick shook her head negatively. 

Several other names were mentioned, 
and she shook her head each time until 
the name of Alanson Graham was men- 
tioned. Then she nodded affirmatively. 

Chief Brinkernoff and Detective Wood 
rushed out, summoned two policemen, 
leaped into an automobile, and started for 
Howells, where Graham lives. The man 
‘had not previously been mentioned in the 
case except it had been stated that Mrs. 
Ingerick had kept house for him for a 
short time about six wecks ago. 

The officers tound Graham reading a 
newspaper. While the Chief and detective 
entered and engaged him in conversation 
the policemen slipped in the back way and 
began a search of the premises. 


A piece from blue-striped overalls was | 


found under the kitchen table. It was 
spattered with blood, evidently fresh. A 
series of copies of a Middletown newspa- 
per were found of recent date, with@nly 
oné missing, that of Sept. 15. A copy of 
this paper of the date of Sept. 15 was 
found wrapped around the iron pipe 
which was used to beat lice Ingerick 
and her mother. 

Graham was then taken to Middletown, 
and the officers then returned to the Gra- 
ham house and made a thorough cearch.

} This statement was made in the course 


|of his address to the Sunday school of 
|\the Euclid Avenue Baptist Church. He 
| prefaced his five minutes’ talk with the 
statement that he had just harvested 
8,000 bushels of oats from his fields in| 
the vicinity of Forest Hill, and that he! 
was exceedingly proud of his ability as a: 
farmer. From this statement he drew the 
,attention of his hearers to other crops 
| which should be worked with exceeding |

“There is the crop of patience which | 
will thrive and bring results not only in 
Cleveland, but in erowded New 
York,”” he said. ‘‘ Then there is charity,

|Gates and the two brokers, on their way 
to the Belmont Park races, refused to 
take his place in the long line of vehicles 
waiting to go across to Long Island City, 
and insisted on running the machine 
ahead and dedging it into a -thirty-foot 
space up near the ferry entrance which 
had been reserved for an ambulance that 
had responded to a hurry call.

DOUBTS MISSOURI'S POWER. 


Ex-Insurance Commissioner Doesn’t 
Think N. Y. Life Can Be Ousted. 


Several insurance lawyers and others 
familiar with the history of life tmsur- 
ance supervision in this country who were 
seen by 2 TImMEs reporter yesterady cx- 
} pressed the opinion that Insurance Su- 
|} perintendent Vandiver of Missouri would 
; find himself unable to make good his 
threat to cancel the license of the New 
York Life Insurance Company to do cusi- 
{ness in that State unless President John 
i A. McCall resigned and the funds used 
{for political campaign contributions were 
replaced. 
| It was learned also that President Me- 
} Cali in 1898 frankly told a committee com- 
| posed of the Insurance Commissioners of 
| Wisconsin, Minnesota, Missouri, Michi- 
(gan, and Ohio that he had contributed 
| to the Republican campaign fund in 1896. 
; The Commissioner representing Missouri 
iat that time did not find any fault with 
lthe action of President McCall. 

Most outspoken in his opinion that the 
| Missouri Insurance Commissioner would: 
{not be able to carry out his threat was 
| William A. Fricke, Superintendent in this 
| city of the Central Union Life Insurance 
| Company of Cincinnati. For two success- 
live terms Mr. Fricke was Insurance Com- 
| missioner of Wisconsin. As Chairman of a 
‘legislative committee he has r@vised or 
i formulated most of the existing insur- 
peer laws of Wisconsin. He has written 
l@ text book on insurance and a small 
{Hbrary of smaller works on insurance 


topics. 


“T don't see how the State of Missourt 
‘oan arbitrarily revoke the license of the 
! New York Life insurance Company to do 
j business In that State on any such ground 
las that mentioned in the letter written by 
Supt. Vandiver to President McCall,” said 
lutr. Fricke. ‘No Insurance Commis- 
! sioner has any such right. He can go ir 
and investigate the affairs of a company 
' doing business in his State at any timo 
'cjreumstances seem to justify such pro- 
‘cedure. He can cxamine the Directors 
of the company and its officials, and the 
company must defray the expense, but 
‘only if such examination should disclose 
gross mismanagement can he order a re- 
‘organization or decide that the company 
must do no further business in his State. 
"It is only when an insurancé Commis- 
sioner upon examination finds a com- 
ipany to be insolvent that he can take 
‘such arbitrdéry action as is contemplated 
;in Missouri. There is not a State in the 
‘Union where the courts would not re- 
strain the’ Insurance Commissioner from 
jarbitrarily revoking, or even refusing, a 
‘}icense, except for the cause I have fust 
‘mentioned. Even in this State, where 


|the Superintendent of Insurance under 


the statute has such wide and sweeping 


| powers, that he can revoke or refuse @ 


license if in his opinion such action would, ¢ 





“be to’the best interests of the peoffle, his 
action would be open to review ‘by the 


courts.” 

Mr. Fricke said there had been many 
cases in the past where licenses had been 
refused to life insurance companies for 
one reason or another, or where licenses 
in existence had, been revoked. There 
were many instances, he added, where 
such action had been taken arbitrarily, 
but in nearly every case where the com- 
pany had gone into court the Commission- 
er had been enjoined from summary ac- 
tion and ordered to give the company a 
hearing. 

“During the four years I was Insur- 
ance Commissioner of Wisconsin,”’ said 
Mr. Fricke, ‘‘I took summary action to 
refuse licenses to or revoke licenses of 
forty-two companies. I have no doubt 
that any of these companies could have 
gone into court and had me enjoined had 
they not feared the publicity this would 
have involved. When I resigned during 
my second term I examined my records 
and found that of the forty-two compa- 
nies I had proceeded against, thirty-six 
had failed.”’ 

A Case Won in Wisconsin. 

Mr. Fricke cited several cases where 
Insurance Commissioners had been re- 
strained by the courts. About a year ago 
the Insurance Commissioner of Wiscon- 
sin cited the Prudential Life Insurance 
Company to appear before him and show 


cause why its license should not be re- | 


voked.. The company, instead of obeyin 
the summons, went into the Federa 
courts and won out. 

In 1903 the Wisconsin Commissioner 
charged the Equitable Life Assurance 
‘Society with violating the law of the 
State in regard to the distribution of 
surplus and threatened to cancel] the 
company’s license unless it complied 
within thirty days with the law as in- | 
terpreted by the Commissioner. The 
company went into the courts and had 
the Commissioner enjoined, on the ground 
that he was interfering with its business. 
On appeal to the Supreme Court the in- 
junction restraining the Commissioner 
Was made permanent. The Metropolitan | 
Life’s license was arbitrarily revoked in 
Kansas several years ago, but the com- 
pany successfully contested the action in 
court and was reinstated under man- 
damus. 

‘Nothing can be gained, anyhow. by 
such arbitrary acts on the part of Insur- 
ance Commissioners,’’ added Mr. Fricke. 

Mr. Fricke told how the annual con- 
vention of the National Association of In- 
surance Commissioners action was taken | 
to investigate some of the larger com- 
panies by a committee composed of the | 
Commissioners from Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, Missouri, Ohio, Michigan, and New | 
York. 

“Mr. McCall at that time told us all} 
about the campaign contributions he had | 
made, adding that he thought it in the 
interest of the policy holders. Nobody | 
took issue with him. We knew also that 
Robert H. McCurdy had charge of the 
foreign business _of the Mutual, and that | 
he was getting°an extra karge commis- 
sion on it.”

Police Commissioner 
heart-to-heart talk yesterday 
with an audience of young men in 
auditorium of the West Side Y. M. C. A., 
in Fifty-seventh Street, near Eighth Ave- | 
nue. He denounced the plays of George | 
Bernard Shaw, President Roose- 
velt, and found fault with the 
churches, sensational newspapers, and the 
kind of play that makes a joke of matri- 
monial relations. 

Mr. McAdoo’s remarks met with the ap- | 
proval of the young men, who frequently 
applauded and even followed the Police | 
Commissioner to his automobile to cheer 
him as he left the building. He said in 
part: 

““When you go to Coney Island in the 
Summer you may see a black-faced fel- 
low with his head stuck out from a white 
curtain. The cry is that if you ‘hit the} 
nigger in the face you get a cigar.’ It is| 
the same with the Police Commissioner. 
Hit him and you are happy. If the | 
weather is bad it is my fault. The re- 
sponsibility for every evil thing rests with 
Mulberry Street. 

“As the old-time copy books in the 
schoolroom say, ‘ Be virtuous and you will 
be happy,’ yet I know a large number of | 
virtuous people in New York who are very | 
unhappy. If you are honest, some of the | 
philanthropic financiers tell you that you | 
will succceéd. I know a great many ag- 
gressively honest people who are un- 
happy. If you are industrious, success | 
will be yours, you are told; yet I know 
many industrious people who are not, 

“The key to the riddle is in what you | 
yourself believe to be real happiness. 
There is the scientist, living in the sim- 
plest manner, with only just what he! 
needs for his bodily support, who is com- 
pletely hap»vy in studying the flowers and 
the birds, and who is more concerned in 
the injury to one of his beloved in nature | 
than in the failure of a bank. The insur- 
ance troubles are small to him. 

“There are industrious people who work | 
a@s many as eighteen hours a day, and); 
‘they are not happy in the treadwheel that 
leads them nowhere. They lack practi- 
ecability in their labor. The most indus- 
trious people I know are in the _ pcol- 
rooms. They work all day in the Ten- 
derloin and all night, and they themselves 
know that they are not happy. 

*“‘Of course, honesty is the best policy, 
yet there are hundreds of honest people |! 
who are most unhappy and unfortunate. | 
Hionesty is a negative quality.

“The three great forces in New York | 
to-day are the Church, the press, and 
the theatre. I could not truly say that 
the press as a whole is bad; that the | 
churches or theatres are evil. We do 
not find that the attendance of the young 
men in the churches is what it ought to 
be, and do believe that the churches 
should appeal to them in a way that they | 
would attend.

‘I know a great many reporters in my | 
official capacity, and have found them 
gentiemen, whose word was good, whose | 
honor was unimpeached, and I believe the | 
day will come when such men will refuse 
to speak to the liars they know to be 
among them. I believe that the regenera- 
tion of the vress is at hand through the 
influence of the better papers and the 
public who will not patronize the base 
ones. 

‘** People have been mobbed in this city | 
by hoodlums, under the pretense that they | 
were a mysterious reporter who would; 
acknowledge his identity when caught and | 
give the finder a reward. That is all 
wrong, and I am man enough to say so. 
Real reporters don't do that sort of busi- 
ness. Thay would rather sweep the 
streets if there was nothing else that they 
could do. 

“Then there are the theatres, and I am 
not saying that the most of them are bad. 
Some of them are very good. The theatre | 
crowds, with two matinées a week, six | 
night performances, and Sunday concerts 
to attend, represent a vast part of our 
population, more than 
church.

The bridge 
proper is 3382 feet long. The viaduct ap- 
proaches consist of steel and masonry, and 
the roadways are paved with granite 
blocks on the slopes and asphalt blocks 
on the level parts. The sidewalks for 
pedestrians are each 8 feet wide and the 
roadway is 34 feet wide. The city has} 
double set of trolley tracks over | 
the bridge. 

The total cost of the bridge. including 
the land necessary on each side of the 
creek, was $1,000,000. The contract price | 
for the bridge work was $547,046. It is ex-|

@ more unquestioned monopoly than, for! 
example, the United States have in re-| 
gard to cotton manufacture. France can | 
no more lose this privilege than can the 
United States fear being dethroned as 
king of cotton. I even admit that else- 
where than in America cotton fabrics may 
be made just as well as there, but I re- 
fuse to believe that any other people! 
can ever equal the French nation in art. 
France is the emporium for luxury of the | 
world. 


ENGLISH APTITUDES. 





On her side, England, akin to the Unit- | 
ed States, reveals special aptitudes for 
the production of cumbersome articles, | 
such as are made by the aid of iron, steel, | 
and coal. England, from her confined | 
homestead, has become first among col- 
onizing nations.. This little isle, flanked 
by Ireland, possesses an empire which | 
occupies a quarter of the earth’s surface. 
In ships she has a tonnage greater than 
that of all «he rest of the world put to- 
gether. 

France, on the other hand, handicapped 
by her natural poverty in coal, cannot | 
readily deveiop her merchant marine. The 
contrast between the two countries is | 
complete. England dominates the 
which surround her and confine the prin- 
cipal part of maritime commerce. France | 
rather prefers to enhance her own land, | 
and her soil, divided into 10,000,000 small | 
farms devoted to garden culture, is the 
wonder of the world. 

England peoples distant climes; France | 
beautifies her own clime like a garden. | 
The first ships away a prodigious quan- 
tity of articles of practical utility; the 
second supplies the world with a thou- 
sand and one delicate and inimitable 
things. England and France are the com- 
plements of eachother, not the rivals. | 
Not only is there room for both in the} 
world, but the possibility of conflict be- 
tween them is reduced to a minimum. 
Each fills a different sphere. Each can 
sincerely desire the advancement of the 
cther. And this is why, when the com- 
plete accord of these two traditional ene- 
mies was annvunced to the world, all 
reasonable beings received the news with | 
joy. The question of Egypt was assured- 
ly the most luminous firebrand of discord; 
France has consented to allow England 
to govern Egypt, and, in return, England 
has approved of the action of France in 
Morocco. 

In short, the two antagonistic powers, 
escaping from the thralidom of nightmares 
and hatred, perceive that it is their inter- | 
est henceforth to esteem each other and | 
to live like good neighbors. It is a happy 
end to so much hostility hurtful to the | 
destiny of both illustrious countries, | 
Whose r6le was so great in the past, and 
who now unite for all future time the | 
most cheering hopes for their own good 
fortune and that of humanity. 


ENTER THE UNITED STATES. 


The United States, as the son of Eng- 
jand and the godson of France, holds| 
these two countries by close bonds. Does 
one need to be reminded that the good- 
fellowship that has been established be- 
tween France and England has warmly 
interested the American Republic? There

BELMONT PARK RECORDS 
FEATURE OF THE YEAR 


Horsemen Anticipate More Marks 
for Meeting’s Close. 


SEASON’S LAST BIG STAKES 


Star Two-Year-Olds in the Champagne, 
to be Run Wednesday on the 
Seven-Furlong Course. 


Of all the happenings of the turf year 
none has aroused more interest and com- 
ment from horsemen than the fast time 
which was a constant feature of the first 
week of Fall raving over tne new Bel- 
mont Park track. Turfmen were ‘pre- 
pared for fast galloping, as the work of 
horses there before the meeting opened 
pointed unmistakably tu a vast improve- 
ment in the going, but it was more than 
any one expected that two world’s records 
should be beaten and new track marks at 
every distance run established. 

There is not a question, nowever, that 
the track is responsible for the record 
breaking, for the same horses that set 
new marks are the horses that have run 
throughout the year without being dis- 
tinguished for remarkable speed, and it 


| is a matter of fact thit very few of the 


best racers of the season have run so far 
at Belmont Park. A single exception is 
Roseben, holder of the new world’s rec- 
ord at six furlongs on‘a circular course, 
for Roseben has stood out all through the 
year as a truly remarkable weight-carry- 
ing sprinter, though nothing that he ever 
did before compared with his gallop over 
six furlongs with 147 pounds in 1:11 3-5, 
after having been in training steadily 
through last season and al] this year. 
Bedouin’s record for a mile and five-six- 
teenths was another startling perform- 
ance, for in spite of the fact that the dis- 
tance is an unusual one, Bedouin made a 
big cut in the former best time 

From the speed that the Belmont track 
has made possible, it would seem that 
the Westchester Racing Association has 
only to put on any of the odd-distance 
races to muke new marks, for in run- 
ning his mile and five-sixteenths, Bed- 
ouin’s time was 2:103-5, or only a tenth 
of a second behind the world’s record for 
a mile and 500 yards, which has stood 
for twenty-three years. Bedouin’s race, 
over fifty yards greater than Bend Or’s 
record performance of 1882, makes it cer- 
tain that, while not being rated among 
the first-class horses, he could have 
beaten the old record far off in his win- 
ning race last Monday. 

That the fast time of last week will be 
continued through the closing days of 
tne meeting seems certain, if the weather 
holds good, but as the programme is ar- 
ranged the distances over which world’s 
records may be made are in the main 
fractional courses, with only a few races 
at an even mile, and these, except in one 
instance, for beaten horses or the selling 
class. Grapple ran his fastest mile of 
the year in a selling race, however, and 
so there is hope even for the selling af- 
fairs, while the best chance for a really 
sensational mile contest is in the condi- 
tion race of Thursday. 

The point had been raised in connection 
with the extraordinary time of Belmont 
Park races ‘that there may have been 
error in measuring the distances, but all 
chance for dispute on that score was dis- 
posed of last week by the affidavits of 
the engineers who surveyed the course, 
though to furnish the last proof that the 
measurements are correct the engineers 
will resurvey the entire circular course 
to-day. 

Aside from the attractive possibility of 
new world's record for the remainder of 
the meeting, this week will see the run- 
ning of the last of the great and valuable 
stakes of the Eastern season, the big 


| events of the week being the $8,000 Cham- 


agne Stakes, to be run Wednesday, and 

e $12,000 Champion Steeplechase, the 
$5,000 White Plains Handicap, six_ fur- 
longs for two-year-olds, and the $5,000 
Belmont Park Weight for Age Race, at 
two miles and a quarter, on Saturday, 
when the meeting wili close. The Cham- 
pagne Stakes will furnish something of a 
novelty, in that to get the full seven fur- 
longs of the course straight, the start will 
be made at the head of the chute, and the 
finish line will be moved down to the old 
line of last Spring, where the. officials 
will be placed temporarily. The Cham- 

gne gives the best promise of the Fall 
or a trial of merit among the star two- 
ear-olds of ‘the season, the eligible list 
neluding Burgomaster, counted as the 
best of his age; the Futurity winner, 
Ormondale, and the star filly of the sea- 
son, Whimsical, while other noted horses 
that promise to add interest to the race 
are the $30,000 Oaklawn, Kuroki, the Great 
Trial winner, Security; the smart filly 
Perverse, and a number of other stake 
winners among the fifty-eight horses 
eligible.

Managers, hotel clerks, their attorneys, 
and representatives of the Hotel Men’s 
Association gathered in large numbers in 
the West Side Court yesterday morning 
when the clerks of four well-known apart- 
nent hotels, arrested Saturday night, 
were arraigned on the charge of main- 


taining disorderly places, The men ar- 
raigned were Charles Buckley of the 
Cambridge Court, in West Forty-ninth 
street; Manchester Pitman of the Gerar 
Hotel, in West Forty-fourth Street; Har- 
ry J. Willis of the Dunlay, in West For- 
y-fourth Street, and Henry 8S. Bicknell of 
the Hamilton, in West Forty-fifth Street. 

All the prisoners asked for a postpone- 
ment of their cases except Buckley, who 
vas arraigned and discharged. The other 
cases were set down for to-day. 

Detectives McGrath and Marx of Capt. 
Gallagher's staff were the complainants 
ngainst Buckley. McGrath said that he 
met a woman in Forty-ninth Street and 
uecompanied her to the hotel. Marx testt- 
‘ied that he met the same woman later 
and also accompanied her to the hotel. 
Both detectives said that Buckley was the 
clerk who received them. 

Buckley admitted that McGrath was a 
guest at the hotel, but said he had not 
seen Marx. Another clerk, Richard Light- 
ioot, testified that it was he who admit- 
ted Marx to the hotel. 

“These detectives,’ the lawyer said, 
‘‘registered for man and wife. They 
looked respectable, and our clerks did not 
think it necessary to demand a marriage 
license from them.” 

Magistrate Baker dismissed the com- 
plaint, saying that he did not think that 
the same clerk admitted the detectives. 

The hotel proprietors will hold _a meet- 
ing to-morrow afternoon at. Mr. nien.® 
ctiice, 75 Broadway, to consult with thelr 
attorneys as to what steps they shall 
take. . W. Macurdy, manager of the 
Cambridge Court Hotel, said that under 
the law the clerks could not ask appli- 
cants for. marriages certificates, and had 
to be governed-by their own judgment. 

“There has long been a rule among 
hotel men,’’ said Mr. Macurdy, ‘‘to ad- 
mit no couple without baggage, but this 
had to be abandoned in a city like New 
York, where there aré so many respect- 
able people who might miss a train to the 
suburbs after the theatre and decide to 
stay over night. Otherwise the parks 
might be filled with people who could not 
get lodgings. The affair was an outrage 
on the part of the police.” 

Commissioner McAdoo refused to dis- 
cuss the action of Capt. eamgnee yes- 
terday, saying that he did not know the 
cetails. e could not remember if any 
of the apartment houses descended upon 
by the police were on the “ suspected "’ 
list. If a wrong had been done, it would 
be rectified, he said. 

Capt. Gallagher said last night that the 
complaints on which his men acted came 
from residents of the hotels themselves. 
*And,”’ said the Captain, ‘if I learn or 
any more cases of this kind I shall pro- 
ceed in exactly the same way.”’
